At the present moment, however, the cheapest 
edition of Dr. Hertz’s book is soldat one shilling and sixpence and is 
available only for schools. Would not its inclusion in the popular 
sixpenny editionsof various works that are now being published be

PLAYING THE country in which policies are decided by the 
ENEMY'S GAME free play of opinion, the argument of the stone 

or the brick is clearly out of place. Once 
established, indeed, it would be adopted all round, and there would 
be an end of free institutions and ordered progress. In the present 
instance, moreover, it happens to be particularly fatuous because it 
has given to the Fascist movement precisely the thing which is its 
life-breath and condition of survival—front-page publicity. It 
is to be hoped, therefore, that we have seen the last of this 
method of controversy and that we shall get back to sane and 
democratic principles. Meanwhile, the Fascist leader, who, by 
allowing his myrmidons to preach a sort of social war in largely 
Jewish districts, was not long ago responsible, at least indirectly, 
for creating a local reign of terror, has an opportunity to con- 
template the fruits of violence in political life. He, above all 
others, bas it within his power to calm feelings, to discourage 
rowdyism, and to allow political argument to run once more on 
the old salutary and Lonoured lines, 


As oir readers are aware, a material addition tothe funds available 
for the vital cause of religious education has 
A FALLIN been provided, in part, out of the Shechita 


EDUCATIONAL Board's surplus. At the last meeting of the 
FUNDS Central Committee for Jewish Education—the 


body that allocates this money—it was reported 
that this very welcome assistance showed a considerable diminution 
in the present balf-year. This is due, to some extent, to the fact 
that, for the first time, the Federation of Synagogues has withheld its 
contribution from its sbare of the Shechita surplus. Many will 
deeply deplore this decision. It is true that the Federation has not 
actually withdrawn the money from educational institutions 
but. is distributing it direct from its own office. But it 
is obvious that this introduces an element: of separatism 
in communal affairs that is wholly regrettable, and never 
more so than now. Nor can one for a moment think that those 
who are responsible for the Federation's affairs are insensible 
to this aspect of the matter. We would add, however, that if the 
Federation's action is due to some legitimate grievance or other 
cause, then the difficulty should be cleared up, and with good- 
willonall sides we see no reason why this cannot be done. Surely, 
the last thing inthe world that we need nowadays is the exist.

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Obituary 


Mr. FRANK SCHECHTER (U.8.A,) 


PROFESSOR NORMAN BENTWICH writes: 


The ncws has COMO from Amenea oft the death ot Frank Sc hiter, 
the only son of the late Dr. Solomon Schechter. He was born im 
London in 1890, on the very day when his father recerved news of his 
appointment as Lecturer in Rabbinies at Cambndge University. 
When, twelve years later, his father was appointed President ot the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of America, Frank Schechter went with 
him to New York, and, after passing through High School, entered the 
Law School of Columbia University. White at college he was a stalwart 
in the Young Zionist Movement, and he wrote a scholarly paper on 
* The Rightlessness of the ar Ws itl the Middle Ages,” which appeared 
in the JewisnH Quvuarrerty Review. He inherited, indeed, a love ot 
scholarship, but applied to legal research the OTITIS ot Com- 
mercial Law and Morality. He obtained the rare distinction ot Doctor 
of Laws at Columbia, with a thesis on early trade marks. When the 
Unmited States came into the War he unmecdiately jomned the forces, 
obtained his commission, and fought in France. And he enjoyed to 
the full, after the Armistice, a short stay in England renewing the 
friendships of his boyhood. . 

A devoted son, Frank Schechter was concerned in the preparation of 
the writing of the life of his father, and collected for a biographer letters 
and reminiscences which were stored’ in.a Geniza in his study. He con 
tributed an article to the Menoran JOURNAL, entitled “ Schechtemana, ’ 
in which he skunmed the cream from Dr. Schechter’s letters. When 
the chosen biographer died he considered for a time wnting the life, 
tovether with Dr. Marx, of the Senmnary; but in the end he decided 
agaist it, influenced by a quotation of which Dr. Schechter was fond. 
that if a son only praises his tather he is no hnographer, it he cnticises 
him he isa ead, In the end he handed over the rnatenal to the present 
writer. But with Dr. Marx he edited a Third Senes of “ Studies in 
Judaism, rs ot which had previously leery 
published, 

Had he followed his true bent, Frank Schechter would have devoted 
his hfe to academe studies rather than the practice ot advocacy. He 
specialised in the branch of the law dealing with patents, trade marks, 
and trade-names in which he had carried out his research. During 
his last years he suffered from continuous ill-health, and had to limit 
very narrowly his pubhe activity. To all Ins fmends he wil. remain a 
bright memory; for he inhented, besides the love of scholarship, the 
forthrightness and the biting humour of his father. He leaves a widow 
and a young son, who will carry on the great name. 


Mr. HESHEL LEVENSON (Palestine) 
Dr. A. FE. SILVERSTONE writes: 


From the Holy Land comes the sad news that Reb Heshel Levenson, 
a tall, patnmarchal, saintly figure familiar to Manchester Jewry tor nearly 
forty vears, passed away during Succoth. Born in Kalvanja, Lithuania, 
in 1845, he delighed as a young man to act as Baal Tefillah and Baal 
Koreh, and gave his services freely both in the Synagogues. of his native 
town and of Manchester, where he arnved in 1889. Combining business 
axcumen with a rigorous adherence to the Torah and an assiduous 
application to the study of the Talmud, he spent his life in trying to raise 
the standard of Jewish learning. He was the founder, m I1911,. and 
Honorary Lafe President, of the Manchester Yeshivah, and engaged 
actively in placing its finances on a sound basis. He was respected by 
Jew and non-Jew ahke for his business integnty and for his innate gentle- 
ness of character. In 1925 he went to Palestine, and now he has gone 
to lus last rest. To Ins two sons and two daughters the sympathy ot 
Manchester and Southport Jewry is extended in full measure. The 
interment was on the Mount of Olives. Chief Rabbi Dr. I. Herzoyv 
officiated, and recited the Kaddish. Rabbi 8. I. Hillman also took part 
in the service. :

But it is noteworthy that from the very birth of the consciousness:

mseparable irom the Land of Israel. It was no afterthought seduloush 
propagated after thew entry imto the land, but an integral part 0!

At that moment there was tormned a spiritual bond between the 
people of Israel and the land of Israel wiuch every foree m the world 
has heen powerless to sever. When Israel dwelt on the soil it cultivated 
and defended it with a passionate fervour, when it was exiled from 
that land it yearned with all the force of its spint for its return. It has 
been the theme of the song of Israel for centuries and the burden ot 
its prayers, its one hope in tune of trouble, its ome refuge in distress. 

Phe verse, “And the Canaanites were then in the land,” has given rise 
to muuch perplexity among orthodox commentators, but rt can easily 
be explained... At that time there were vast undccupied terntories i 
the world which could have been given to Abraham, yet despite. that 
fact he was given a land already mbhabited, a land which would have 
to be conquered, for there is no other land for the Jewish people. — It is 
this which explains the amazing fact that Palestine has known 
prospenty only when it has been whabited by the Jewish peopl 
It would appear alinost as if its soil is a sentient thing, steadfast! 
refusing to give forth the blessings of a mother except to her own 
ehildren. The history ot Israel in Palestine has been the history of a 
land tlowing with nolk and honey, the history of other nations in 
Palestine has been one of desolation and distress, of poverty and 
penury, of wilderness and woe. No other people but Israel can build up 
the land of Israel; in no other land can the people of Israel be built 
up but in the land of Israel. It is perhaps a mystic doctrine, but one 
whieh has the support of the stark, unassailable, incontrovertible facts 
of Instory to support it. 

“To thy seed have I given this land A Higher Power than the 
vreatest temporal power has made this Declaration, and that nation 
which has the power to bring it to fruition is but the blessed instrumen' 
of a Divine Providence; that nation which refuses to fulfil it is actine 
contrary to the Will of God. 

In the welter of political battle, in the specious pleas in favour of 
Partition, advantages fallacious and unreal, that prime consideration 
has been lost sight of, and im nothing is the bankruptey of non- 
religious political Zionism more apparent than in its tacit or expressed 
approval of the principle of Partition. No Jew who believes in the 
validity of the Immutable Promise can sign away what it is beyond his 
power to sign away, no Jew has the right to say: “ Eretz Yisrael shal! 
not be Eretz Yisrael.” It is not that we will not accept it, but that we 
cannot accept it, for it is not within our power. 

“To thy seed have I given this land.” Come what may, the word of 
the Lord stands for ever, and its consciousness must not depart from 
our minds. Let us not say that we are helpless. “In its due season 
will I hasten it,” says the prophet, and our Rabbis explain the apparent 
contradiction in these words; “If Israel merits it the Redemption will 
be hastened; if Israel does not merit it, it will still come, but only 
in its due season.” May we be strengthened in our resolve to merit 
in our own time the Divine Redemption,

‘Religious Judgment on Economic System™ 


Conference of Jews and Christians 
THE CODE OF SOCIAL JUSTICE 


The fifth brennial conference of the Society of Jows and Christians 
was held on Monday in the New Burlington Gallenes, 5, Burlington 
Gardens, W., the subject discussed being “ The Rehgious Judgment 
on the Present Koonomc System.” The speakers were the Rev, 
Professor Charles KE. Raven and Norman Bentwich. 

Dr. I. MatrrvcKk, who presided, that the aun of the Socmety 
was to promote goodwill between Jews and Christians based upon mutual 
understanding. A tremendous amount of prejudice and hatred would 
be avoided in this world if thes knew one another better than they did 


Proressor Raven said that he believed that if they could meet the 
wave of anti-Semitic feeling which, alas, was bemg fostered m the 
own country, by each one making rt his business to bring tovether 


throughout this country, followimg im 
the programme of that mother Society, both as a 
instrument of reconciliation, such a proceeding would be 
of the utmost value. The speaker diseussed the reasons for the division 
in Chistian judgment on this and stimilar matters, hut pointed out how 
in recent vears instead of that division there had been a steady apprecia 

tion of the unportance of a judgment upon the economic system, 

About ninety vears ago, he said, a real coherent attempt was made to 
foree Christians to face the economic iniquities of their times, and this 
led to the production by Frederick Dennison Maurice, in 1848, of the 
first manitesto of the Church in this country against the Ininguities ther 
prevailing and the economic system which made them possible. 

Proressok Bentrwicn said that in regard to the economic and soca! 
problems of the general community the Jews had no spectal corporate 
attitude. Jews took a very active part in the social hfe of the country 
of which they were citizens. But they wefe divided, of course, in those 
social activities just as non-Jews. There was not a single special Jewtsh 
attitude towards those problems in any country. In fact, he thought 
in nothing did the Jews illustrate more remarkably their assimuilative 
powers than in the measure in which they were engaged in all the socual 
activities of the countries in which they lived. If, he continued, there 
was a community to which they could and should look for the Jewish 
attitude towards economie and social problems, that community was 
to be found in Palestine, where the Jew to-day was building up his own 
national life and where he had the opportunity of developing and giving 
expression to his social ideas. bis | | 

Professor Bentwich spoke of the Jewish traditional attitude to this 
question. . What the Jew had stood for through the ages was justice m 
this world and in our time. That had characterised his special 
outlook. Quoting Cardinal Faulhaber’s. dictum on the Torah-—that it 
was essentially a code of social justice—Professor Bentwich said there 
was no doubt that the Jewish people, whether confined in the ghetto 
or emancipated, had a high standard of social solidarity and a high 
vegard for the claims of the .poor, whether inside or outside their own 
community.

The individual person ean obtain 
only @ thinimum supply owing to the duty unposed on unpoerted meat 
in Germany, which forees the distributors to charge the beneficianes 
a comparatively high pree for the expenses ansing on the German side 
only. - The inmates of the institutions have been suppled, on an average, 
at the rate of (lb. to ib. of meat each a week. 

Sub of the Fund have been established iti Holland, France, 
and Switzerland. The donations so far made by these Sub-Committees 
for the benefit of Jewish institutions in Germam Amount LO approxi- 
mately £5,000, ‘Through these donations and additional grants made bv 
the Amerncan Jomt Distribution Committee it was possible to continue 
the supply to Jewish institutions One grant tor this purpose Was made 
last vear by the Councel for German Jewry, but the funds of this 
Council are now exclusively allocated for ennygration purposes 

It is felt by the Committee that Anglo-Jewry will show thei apprecni- 
tion ot the yreat efforts made by Lerman Jews, by providing them with 
meat once a week, bor massistiny the orphans, the aged and the sick.

School Discipline and Punishment 


Jewish Progressive Ideas 
NEW DEVELOPMENT IN PALESTINE 


A lecture in Hebrew on the subject of “Jewish Views 

Discipline and Punishment in the School” was delivered by \| 
Nathan Morris, under the auspices of the Jewish Higher Educat; 
Centre, at Woburn House on Sunday. Mr. I. Wartski presided. 

Mr. Morris gave a description of the early Jewish school at wo, 
Tt usually reflected, more or less faithfully, the manners a 
customs of adult society, and there corporal punishment was a universa 
sanctioned foim of correction. And so theo birch and the strap were | 
supreme arbiters in the affairs of the school, wherever that was situat: 
whether in Athens, Rome, Alexandria, or Jerusalem. Punishment 
considered effective not only as an expiation of sins, but as a mea: 
cradicating evil habits and of moral and intellectual reformation. \l 
humane views were voiced from time to time by enlightened ed 
tionists, but these views made little headway down to their own day 

In a discussion of Jewish theories of punishment, the speaker sh 
their development from the early retributive idea to the prophetic \ 
which agreed, he said, with the best modern ideas--that the object 
seonrsaeerr i ut was not the satisfaction of the ends of justice, or even 
protection of society, but the reformation of the evildoer, = In 
\almudic and later Jewish school this view predominated, 

Ideas on discipline showed little change down to modern times, = If 
generally accepted that the teacher must possess undivided authorit, 
the school and that discipline was a means by which to secure 
authority. With the rise of democracy other voices began to make t! 
selves heard. The speaker detailed the various experiments in sc! 
management, cither by the pupils sharing in it or exercising 
government,” and. the reassertion of the authoritarian principle 
totalitarian countries, tut, he continued, there was only one sch 
organisation where experiments in school-government had been devel 
into an almost complete system. That was the labour schools in Pal 
tine, where the whole scale of social relations had been radically chang: 
There was neither a teacher who was supposed to be the incarnation of 
moral and intellectual virtues, nor a pupil whose only virtue Was pas 
obedience, but a school community, self-governed and legislating for 
own needs, where all were equal and coercion was unknown, There \ 
more than eight thousand pupils in the labourschools. This new deve 
ment, was, therefore, of obvious and far-reaching importance.

1 Police Are Not Stewards 

bs HOME OFFICE DEFINES THEIR DUTIES 

i “It is not part of the business of the police to secure a hearing lor 
§ speakers at meetings.” This statement was made in the course ot 
r correspondence between the Home Office and Sir Oswald Mosley on 


the subject of order at Fascist meetings. 

In a letter dated Aucust ~Oth. Mosley wrote as follows: 

“In regard to indoor meetings, the Pubhe Order Act 1s clear that 
it is primarily the duty of stewards, and not of the police, to preserve 
order. In regard to outdoor meetings, the law appeared.'to us to be 
equally clear that it is not the duty of stewards, but the duty ol 
the police to preserve order. If it is not the duty of the police to secure 
that the audience hear the speech they have come to hear, are we then 
permitted to use stewards to this end at outdoor as well as at indoor 
meetings? If it is not the duty of the police and we are not permitted 
to use stewards at outdoor meetings, it rests in the hands of a handtul 
r | of hooligans to prevent un large and orderly audience trom hearing 


any speech.” 

; In its reply, the Home Office stated : 

“In the case of an outdoor meeting held in a place where any 
| member of the publie has right of access, no question ot ejection can 
arise, and a person cannot be removed unless he is guilty of conduct 
in respect of which the law empowers his arrest without warrant. 
While. therefore, it is the duty of the police to take such steps as 
may be necessary to prevent breaches of the peace, this duty does not 


e necessarily involve the removal of the interrupters, and it 1s not part 
of the ot the to secure a hearing for speakers at 
meetings.’

“An Unutterable Cad” 
SNEERS AT JEWISH SAILORS 


[From a Special Correspondent} 


“You sunply behaved lke an unutterable cad,” said. the North 
London magistrate, Mr. Basil Watson, K.C., when on Thursday 1n last 
week he fined Philip John Ridout, of 30, Craven Street, Strand, £10 
(with the option of fourteen days’ imprisonment) under the Pubhie 
Order Act, for using insulting words with intent to provoke a breach 
of the peace at Tottenham Road, Dalston, on September IIth. 
Defendant pleaded not guilty. 

Inspector Pearce’s evidence was that Ridout, the Chairman and 
speaker at. a Fascist meeting, on several .occasions made use of words 
which were both insulting and provocative. Defendant said: “I 
have never seen a Jewish gailor; have you? I bet he would look 
funny.”

HOME OFFICE DEFINES THEIR DUTIES 


“Tt is not part of the business of the police to secure a hearing ior 
speakers at meetings.” This statement was made in the course ot 
correspondence between the Home Office and Sir Oswald Mosley on 
the subject of order at Fascist meetings. 

In a letter dated August 26th, Mosley wrote as follows: 

“In regard to indoor meetings, the Puble Order Act ts clear that 
it is primarily the duty of stewards, and not of the police, to preserve 
order. In regard to outdoor meetings, the law appeared to us to be 
equally clear that it is not the duty of stewards, but the duty ot 
the police to preserve order... If it is not the duty ot the police to secure 
that the audience hear the speech they have come to hear, are we then 
permitted to use stewards to this end at outdoor as well as at indoor 
meetings?

After the Hitler-Mussolini Talks 


Austria Asserts its Independence 
GROWING MENACE IN HUNGARY AND RUMANIA 
'From our Central Kuropean Corresponde nf VIENNA| 


Last Saturday, in Vienna, a gathering of over 100,000 members of 
the official Fatherland Front heard Dr. Schuse!inigg, the Chancellor, 
proclaim Austria's determination to maintain its freedom against 
attacks from whatever quarter they might come, Nazi intrigues 
were becoming intolerable he indicated, and stern measures would 
be taken to suppress would-be wreckers of the Austrian State. 

The Chancellor's statement is all the more important since it 
follows the recent visit to Germany of S gnor Mussolini. The 
meeting of the two dictators has once again brougut Austria into 
the limelight as a key position in European politics. How will t e 
increasin: ly intimate relations between Germany and Italy, it is 
asked, affect th: future of Austria, once the bone of contention 
between the two dictator-States ? 

It would appear that Mussolini cannot yield Austria to the Nazis 
even as a’ sphere of influence.’ Were the Nazis to gain control, it 
would mean the establishment of Hitlerist hegemony inthe Danube 
basin. Czechoslovakia would be surrounded on three sides; and 
Hungary, making common cause with Germany, would render the 
Czech position hopeless. Rumania, too, With its active extremist 
groups, would come under Germany's influence. 


Italian Fear of Nazi Hegemony 


Such developments cannot be permitted by Mussolini, who him. 
self claims the leadership in the Danube. Italy's entire position 
in Europe would be shaken if Germany extended ber power 
through Austria and the Danube. Austria plays the same role here 
as Belgium in the West. Actually, Austria, by reason of its central 
positon, is even more strategically important than Belgium. It is 
the decisive point in Fastern Europe. Hitler, in bis “ Mein Kampf,’ 
asserts Germanys claim to unite all Germans, atid inwardly he does 
not renounce domination over Austria. llowever, he cannot at 
present go against the wisbes of Italy. 

In Au-tria, the growing opposition to Nazism bas been 
strengthened by the Mussolini visit. Italy bas long been uppopular 
in Austria, where resentment is felt particularly at Italy's possession 
of South Tyrol. ‘The approach of Mussolini to Germany has, it 
seems, attached some of Italy’s unpopularity to the Nazis. Only 
among the peasants in Carinthia and a part of Styria and among 
the urban intelligentsia and lower middle classes is there 
support for the Nuzis. The’ workers are overwhelmingly anti- 
Fascist, and most of the peasants, who are Catholic, bave been 
ahhenated by the persecutions of the Church in Germany. Herr von 
Wiesner, leader of the Monarclhists, said last week in a speech in 
Vienna, tha’ the Monarchists would give complete suppo tto Dr. 
Schuschnigg in his opposition to Nazism. The bulk of the popula- 
tion is. behind the Government in its policy of independence. 

In Hungary and Rumania, on the other hand, the Nazi danger 
appears to be increasing. T:e Nazis are very strong in both 
countries even. if they are not in power, and have no important 
electoral successes to their credit. However, it must be remembered 
that in Germany itself Nazism came to power after an electoral 
de eat. The Governments of both cou.tries say they are oppos d 
to National Socialism, but they act exactly as the extreme anti- 
Semites desire. Nazism is propagated in the Government Press, 
and Germany's activities are intense. 

In Hungary, for example, while the Prime Minister, M. Daranyi, 
den unces anti-Semitism and Nazism in official statements, Admiral 
Horthy, the Regent, bas great sympathy for G rmany, and his 
trust d supporters occupy important positions. Thus the official 
telegraph department conducts an openly Nazi policy. The Govern- 
ment also issues a large number of very ch ap newspapers which 
are all pro-Hitler, Alt: ough they are run at a loss, this is covered 
by the Government. The Nazi group is not large, but is very active 
and bas money. It is mainly composed of desperadoes who are 
prepared to adopt any means to gain power, and accordingly impose 
on the indulgence of the Government and on the support of Admiral 
Horthy. The Government fears the movement and gives way to it. 

The situation in Rumania is similar. The anti-S»mites, altbough 
they suffered a heavy defeat in the elections this summer. wield 
great influence over the Government and the administration. 
They possess a powerful Press and a will to power. ‘There will be 
Governmental changes in November, and an increase in the anti- 
semites’ i: fluence on the Government, if not worse, must be 
reckoned with. 


Herr Schuschnigg has agreed to the appointment of Provincial 
Referees, one for each of the nine Austrian provinces, whose task will 
be to advise the leaders of the Fatherland Front in any action calculated 
to compose the differences between patriotic Austrians and Nazis on 
both sides of the Austro-German frontier. 


YUGOSLAVIA—A Palestine Arab delegation, which has been visiting 
Yugoslavia, armed with a letter from the Mufti of Jerusalem. has 
left after meeting with little success. Orthodox Church leaders refused 
to negotiate with the delegation, and the Premier, M. Stoyadinovitch, 
was not prepared to receive the delegation except on an introduction from 
the British Minister in Belgrade.

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RUMANIA 


Reassuring the National Minorities 
Stateme: ts by the King and His Ministers 


The Rumanian Government wished to assure conditious necessary 
for the development of the national minorities within the fram, 
work of Rumanian law and to establish reciprocal contidence 
between the Rumanian majority and the minorities, while at the 
same time coutinuing its efforts to raise the material and caltural 
lowel of the majority, the Premier, M. Tatarescu, declared last week 
at a meeting in the town of Oradea, in an important statement of 
policy. 

Political circles interpret. M. ‘Ta‘arescu’s statement as an

“A Kind of Legal Death” 
Courts Rebuff to Nazi Trickiness 


[From our Correspondent—GENEVA | 
The Federal Court, the supreme: Swiss legal body, has inflicted 
& severe rebuff on German Nazis who bad attempted to discriminate 
against the well-known Jewish film producer Herr Erik Charell. 
; The Court was called upon to consider an application by the 
| “Ufa” Company demanding that the Swiss “ Thevag” Film Com. 
pany should return to it a payment of 26,000 marks made in respect 
of a contract for the right of filming one of M. Cbharell’s productions, 
The Return of Odysseus.” The contract, which was for a sum of 
130,000 marks, was concluded iu February, 1934, and provided that 
any money paid was returnable should M. Charell fail to carry out 
his work by reason of illness, death, or similar grounds. It was 
known to both parties at the time that M. Charell was a Jew. 
After the advent of the Nazi regime, the “Ufa” announced its 
withdrawal from the contract and demanded the return of 26,000 
marks already paid. Its claim was upbeld by a Nazi court, and an 
attempt was made to secure the execution of the verdict in Switzer- 
land. This was challenged by a decision of the Ziirich Supreme 
Court, and now the Federal Court has followed suit. The Germans 


casuistieally claimed that M. Cbarell had undergone a kind of legal 
death in Germany as a result of the anti-Jewish legislation, but the 
Swiss Courts, finding that the outlawry of a section of the popula- 
tion was incompatible with the spirit of Swiss law, unceremoniously 
rejected the Nazis’ Pilpulistic arguments. ; 


FRANCE 


Jews Must Not Criticise Nazi Persecutions 
Exhibition Authorities’ Amazing Action 


Following representations by the German Embassy, the Pari8 
Exhibition Authorities have ordered the removal from the Palestine 
Pavilion of exhibits depicting the ousting of 80.000 Jews from 
Germany and demonstrating the increase in the German-Jewish 
death-rate. 

Apparently, although Jews are subjected to the vilest slanders in 
Germany, where anti-Jewish exhibitions tour the country, they 
must not use exhibitions in their turn to comment on the resu!t 
of the persecutions. That the Paris Exhibition authorities should 
have yielded to Nazi bluster is a deplorable fact which will 
certainly not be passed over without strong protest. 

Special services in memory of the late Professor Masarvk were hell in 
Paris last week at the Kehilath Hacherdim Synagogue. The commeniora 
tion prayer was recited by Chief Rabbi G. Schneerson. Dr. Janacek,

TRIPOLI 
Threat to the Jews 


A veiled threat to the Jews of Tripoli that they must be more 
demonstrative in their loyalty to ltaly or suffer the consequenceés 
was made this week in a leading article in the AZIONE COLONIALE. 

The paper, commenting on the recent publication by the 
Tripolitan Jewish Community of a new calendar, complains that 
“ nothing is said in the new calendar about the sense of loyalty of 
Tripolitan Jews towards Italy.” “ The concern which these Jews have 
lately cused the Government, which was discussed in the local and 
Italian Press,’ it goes on, “* does not testify to their attachment to 
Italy.’ (This apparently refers to the Jewish protests against the 
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order that Jewish shops in the central quarters of Tripoli must be 
kept open on Saturdays.) 


HOLLAND 


Disintegration of the Dutch Nazi Party 
Large Number of Defections 


[From our Correspondent—AMsTERDAM] 


Discontent and a growing feeling of mistrust in the leadership 
have for a long time become apparent among the rank and file of 
the Nazi movement in Holland. This lack of confidence bas become 
accentuated since the failure of the Nazi Party at the Parliamentary 
Elections last May, and has culminated in a serious breach in the 
movement, 

A number of prominent personalities in Dutch public life, among 
them two who were returned to Parliament as Nazis, and others 
holding responsible administrative positions, bave deserted the Nazi 
ship. Their action is being followed by many rank-and-file members. 
Intriguing attempts to replace Mussert, the present autocratic 
leader, by others fired with dictatorial ambitions; notwithstanding 
their oaths of allegiance, are also tending to undermine the 
structure of the Netherlands Gouw of German Nazism. 

Nevertheless, with its 40,000 members, the organisation remains 
a force for evil to be reckoned with. Disintegration will only be 
complete when the flow of funds from Germany ceases. ‘Till then, 
Dutch Jewry will doubtless continue to be the subject of vile 
slander. 

In opening the new sessions of Parliament recently, the Queen in 
her address emphasised the Government's policy of safeguarding all 
denominations and extending to them complete freedom for the 
exercise of their religious practices. This and the ricorous mainten- 
ance of public order, she said, were pillars upou which the stability 
of their country rested. Leader Mussert cannot reconcile these 
fine principles with his own unbalanced programme, and this is one 
reason for his refusal to accept the seat in the second Chamber to 
which he was returned. . But there are many who see in his 
refusal to take his ceat a sheer demonstration of political impotence. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Minister's ‘‘ Monstrous Indiscretior.”’ 
Disgraceful Attack on Jews 


Last week's speech by Mr. Pirow, the Minister for Defence, to the 
German Community at Wartburg, Natal, in which he attacked 
“guests” of South Africa for conducting propaganda against 
Germawy, and hinted at firm measures to prevent a boycott of 
goods, bas made a painful impression on South African Jewry. 

The Care Times has replied to Mr. Pirow in an editorial article, 
in which it points out that in referring to those enjeying South 
Africa's hospitality he obviously meant the Jews, and declares that 
the Jews are no more “guests” than the Germans, being full 
citizens of. the Union. In referring to them as having a lesser 
status, the paper says, Mr. Pirow has been guilty of a monstrous 
indiscretion, 

Following Mr. Pirow's speech, Mr. Hofmeyr, the Minister of 
Education, spoke at Paarl, where he declared: “ We bave the right 
to pick our immigrants, but once they legally set up homes among 
s we-bave not a jot of justification for discriminating against 
them,”

Nazis Creating an Emigration Stalemate 


Depriving Jews of Means to Depart 


Nazi pohey regardmg the Jews is rapidly approaching a position 
ere its contheting elements are stalemating each other and bringing 
ut an impasse, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports trom 
yeorlin On the one hand, the Nazis are anxious that the 350,000 
4s if should emigrate As iis possible ;

The 
inlity of the Jewtsh Commumnty to conduct vocational traming, 
nviuage classes. and the work of veneral readjustmu nt, all necessary 
ht prospective enugrants tor new existence in ew holes, 
bene destroved. At the same tume. staggering new burdens are 
cing unposed on the Jewrsh Conununities through the additional 
uubers dependent on them for means ol! subsistence 
\nd, paradoxically, while Nazi policy at home ts to force on Jewish 
igration by every means in its power, the Nazis assiduously contunue 
Lieve propaganda abroad to convince the world that the Jews “are all 
desirable and dangerous element. The effect of this propaganda 1s 
lhnake countries, particularly in South America, afraid of a 
ewish influx, and thus to restrict the possibility of Jews finding new 
mes there. 


Herr Kareski Mobbed in Haifa 


Hosti'e Crowds Demonstration 


When Herr Georg Kareski, formerly a prominent member of the 
Berlin Communal Executive and of the Board of the Jewish Ivna Bank 
in Berlin, which recently closed its doors, arrived in Haifa last week, 
he was mobbed by a hostile crowd, reports PaLcor. He was followed 
down the main street in Hadar Hacarmel with shouts of “ Traitor! 
Nazi spy!” and, as the position became difficult, sought shelter in a 
house. The crowd, which continued to demonstrate outside, was 
dispersed by a police detachment. Herr Kareski had a sunilar 
experience when he attempted to visit the German-Jewish settlement 
of Naharia, near Acré. The settlers greeted him with cries of 
* Informer ! Gestapo agent!” and he was forced to leave. 

The Israruriscnes Wocuensiattr, of Ziirich, has published a letter 
‘rom Herr Kareski denying charges that he was largely responsible for 
the Berlin Ivria Bank’s failure, and that he had “ over-intimate 
relations ” with the Gestapo. 

It will bé recalled that Herr Kareski was appointed Jewish Cultural 
Leader by the Nazis. He issues a paper, Das. JuvpiscHe VOLK, which 
takes up a strongly Revisionist standpoint. 
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Mothers Stand by Dismissed Jewess 


When it was found that the superintendent of a kindergarten at 
Neumuchl, near Frankfort, was a Jeweas, she was immediately dis- 
charged. But the mothers of Newnuehl refused to send their children 
to a kindergarten run by a Nazi nurse, the Srvermer (Number 40) 
reports with mdignation. T hey called cory the Jewess. took ii collectaen 
for her, and evegi allowed themselves to he photographed with her.

POLAND AND PALESTINE 


Commenting on the statements by the Polish Foreign Muuster at the 
Assembly ol the League ol Nations regard lo Palestine. and lates 
by M. Kormarnicki, a wnter in the Moment remarks that while Dh 
Beck was correct and helpful m the discussion on Palestine when ly 
said that Polish Jewry feels itself bound up with Palestine, and that 
Jewish unmugration into the Jewish National Home should not be 
restricted, exception must be taken to the observations and. thetr 
nuplieations by the other Polish delegate. 

Indeed, M. Kormarnicki’s remarks were calculated to the 
admirable effect of Dr. Beck's speech. The whole argument of the Polish 
delegate was based on the policy of Jewish e:mmeration from Poland. It 
was mevitable that such a philosophy should sufier defeat at Geneva. 
The representatives. of the other States could. certainly not have been 
unpressed by complaints that a national nunority of the Polish population 
was disproportronately distmbuted im the various trades and industnes. 
For what can be the eflect on representatives, sav, of Holland. Norway, 
o> any other country, when they are told that sixty-two per cent. of 
a particular rehgious and national munority is engaged im trade-and twenty 
three per cent. in manual labour’ If that 1s the position, they must think 
that it is necessary to bring about a change in the econome structure 
of the Jewish people m that country, to admit them to positions in public 
works and give them an equal opportumty in all occupations, mcludmy 
agriculture. It must surely be obvious to all that a fairer distribution 
of the Jews in the economme structure would bring about a change im the 
position and would also serve to reduce the conflicts among the population. 
Representatives of other States cannot but be driven to the conclusion 
that the present position, the homtations to which Jewish occupations 
are confined, 1s the result of certain anti-Semitic tendencies, with which 
enlightened countries represented at. the .League cannot be expected to 
sympathise. 

Continuing, the writer points out that-M. Kormarnicki is also putting 
the Zionists in a rather embarrassing position. While Jewry would be 
grateful to Poland for giving its moral assistance in building its nationa! 
future in Palestine, Jews cannot approve of such aid being based on the 
theory that Polish Jews must.enugrate from thew native land. Jews 
want to go to Palestine, but they must refuse to be driven. They are 
Polish citizens who have hved m the country for many hundreds of vears, 
and cannot be hunted out. Polish representatives endeavouring to bind 
up the Jewish National Home with making Jewish emigration from Peland 
an essential principle, are causing more harm than good. As long as the 
picketing of Jewish shops persists in Poland, and constant assaults on 
Jews take place, the writer concludes, so as to make the hfe of Jews m 
Poland impossible, it cannot be expected that the League of Nations will 

vy sympathetic attention to the views of Polsh representatives on the 

alestine problem.

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HANDBOOK PARTITION 


An Analysis of the Plan 
“JEWISH STATE OR GHETTO” 


[By a Corre spondent] 


The writer of this critique of Dr. Machover's analysis of the 
Partition Plan outlines the principal features of this useful 
contribution to the study of the prop-sal, and indicate 
some of the lines of thought which “ Jewish State or Ghetto ” 
opens up. 


lowards th last Juls il book Wiis published, at the modest 
price of 3s. 6d., by Messrs. P. S. King and Son entitled “Jewish State 
or Ghetto.’ The author was Dr. J. M. Machover, a lawyer and a 
well-known Zionist worker. .The book was very favourably received, 
and its searching analysis of the Partition proposal exercised no little 
mfluence upon those closely concerned with the problem. 

The great value of this book, however, has not yet been appreciated 
hy the veneral reading publie, who Cannot attord overlook the 
it facts, so lucidly and interestingly presented, within a comparatively 
few pages, by the author. | 

Wr. J. M. Machover is already known for lus excellent. documented 
work of last year, “ Govermng Palestine” (P. 8S. King and Son), which 
dealt with the dangers of the proposed Legislative Council as conceived 
and urged by thie High Comrnissioner. 

it is one of the greatest merits of Or. Machover's two books that, 
with very few exceptions, every statement is backed by an authority. 
his is not surprising, as the author was an eminent lawyer in Kueff 
until expelled by the -Bolsheviks, and he has been for some years au 
barrister-at-law in London.

recently as on May ISth, 1936, the Colonial Secretary when announcing 
the appointinent of the Royal Commission had used the words “ The 
(Comntssion will be in a position to say whether the Mandate is being 
fairly interpreted, but it will not be epen to them to challenge the 
Mandate itself.” 

Nothing could bye Yet, Lr. Mua hover pomts out, within ib 
ttle more than one year the Government accepted the recommenda- 
tions yf the Comunission, although it had torn up its terms ot reference, 
torn up the Mandate, and torn up the Balfour Declaration! Dr. 
Machover does not explain the mystery of this sudden change. It is 
not-his objeet. The purpose of the work is rather to subject the 
reconunendations of the Royal Commission to a careful legal examina- 
tion and to set out the conclusions to which this examination has led 
them, ‘These conelusions are summed up in a few words. The proposal 
put torward by the Commission for the creation of a Jewish State is 
“neither just nor workable nor in conformity with the promises and 
international obhgations undertaken by Britain.”

“ The First Partition ” 


A very useful chapter is entitled “ The First Partition,” in which Dr. 
Machover shows that Partition has already been tried in Palestine and 
failed completely. In September, 1922, the eastern part of Palestine 
was separated from the western. Lt should be noted that the term 
“ Transjordan ” does not occur at all in the Mandate for Palestine. 
where this part is deseribed as “the territories lying between the 
Jordan and the eastern boundary of Palestine.” The result of this 
partition was to create one purely Arab portion with an area of 90,000 
square kilometres and one mixed Arab-Jewish portion with an area 
of about 26,000 square kilometres. 

All indications pointed in favour of the Arab portion being a success. 
First, it was more than three times as large as Western Palestine, vet 
it had less than half its population. Secondly, the land is more fertile 
and water is more abundant. Thirdly, it received a grant of almost 
complete independence and self-government from the outset. Fourthly, 
Transjordan had wholehearted political and economic support; experi- 
enced British advisers were provided, and grants up to a third of the 
total budget were contributed by the British and Palestine. treasuries. 
Finally, Transjordan development could not be affected by Zionist 
articles of the Mandate because they did not apply to Transjordan. 


“A Complete Failure” 


What was the result of this experiment in partition conducted under 
almost ideal conditions? It was a complete failure. Transjordan 
became, in the words of Professor Rappard, “a parasite State.” Sir 
Arthur Wauchope explained that “owing to the taxpayers’ poverty 
1t could only be carried on by means of grants-in-aid.” The population 
has now fallen to less than a quarter of Western Palestine; famine and 
starvation are rampant. During the same period Western Palestine 
grew and prospered. Thus in 1935-36 Palestine had a revenue 
£P5,770,000 and: an expenditure £P4,236,000. Transjordan’s figures 
were : revenue £P3,615,000 (of which more than half came from Britain 
and Palestine as grants in various forms) and expenditure £P3,580,000, 


“All these astounding cle velopme nis,” Lr. Machove r

Dr. Machover’s book helps us to desery the probable orgin of tl. 
Partition proposal. There have always been, he indicates, certa:

abolish the Balfour Declaration. While the politicians lulled the short. 
sighted Jewish leaders into a false sense of security, these officials

was shot in a Ness Ziona crove last March, The Arab lad, who was 
no more than seventeen, is said to have confessed to the police that 
he had shot the man, “ beheving he was a Jew.” The dying man 
identified his assailant, even pointing to a sear on the bare foot which 
he remembered. Yet the boy was acquitted “ for lack of corroborative 
evidence,’ 

The provision in the Law of Evidence Ordinanee of 1924 was 
Hmended on September 8th, 1936, as tollows: 

NO judgment shall be if) eivil the evidence 
of a single witness unless such evidence i uneontradicted or 1s 
eorroborated by other maternal evict ne hi. it} the 
of the court, is sufliment to establish its truth.’ 


Tius amendment all referenee to crinunal. proceedings, wath 
reterenee to white thre original clause provided that Th judgment 
could be wven unless the evidence was admitted by the accused person 
vr corroborated by some other material evidence. 

The clause in the amending Ordinance was extended to erminal 
proceedure last week. On October Sth, a notice was published in a 
Giazette Extraordinary over the signature of the Officer Administering 
the Government enacting the change as from October Ilth. As a 
result. from: October lith until a date to be tixed by the 
missioner by notice in the Gazette, the eourts will be able to convict 
an aceused person. of a- ermminal offence although there no 
corroboration of the evidence against him, 

‘This amendment almost assiulates the local law to the Englhsh eode. 
hy which, as a general rule, the court may act on the testimony of a 
sinvle witness, even though it 1s uneorroborated. ‘The Palestine courts 
are not, of course, bound to aduunister Knghsh statute law, but it 1

Gunmen Sill Troublescme 
DAY AND NIGHT CURFEW NEAR SAFED

Notwithstanding the blow struek at the heart of the Arab 
of political agitation, gunmen have still been busy in various parts 
of the country, and there have been reports of shootimy for the past 
ter day 

(on Wednesday eveniig, October Oth, three shots were fired at a 
party of Jewish farmers walking between Mishmar Hayarden and the 
RBrndve of the Banat Jacov, on the Syrian border of the’ Rivet 
Jordan. In the the hee found: six rounds of ammunition 
and four empty cartridges at a distance ot about forty vards from thie 
piace where the Jews had passed, At 11.30 the same night, several 
shots were fired at Juwara colony, between Mishmar Haemek and 
Zichron Jacob, to which Jewish supernumerary poheemen rephed. 
This is the new settlement in which Amenecan Chalutzin, among 
others, reeenthy began colonisation. 

Jacoh Bodenstem, a watehman at the Tiberas sulphur springs 
establishment; had his hand badly injured the following Fnday night, 
when shots were fired at him from a passing Arab car while he was 
standing on guard, It may be necessary to amputate some of his 
fingers. On the same night, shots were fired at the Arza Sanatornum 
(conducted by the General Jewish Labour Federation’s Siek Fund), 
outside Motza, in the Judean hills some three or four miles west of 
Jerusalem, Telephone wires were cut in the same neighbourhood. 

Earlier on Friday last, a hold-up oecurred on the Nablus-Jenin 
road, when four armed men, who had erected a barricade on the road, 
waviaid tive vehicles, including a large Shell petrol tank-wagon, and 
netted a haul of —£P1! It seemed hardly worth their trouble. 

On Sunday evening bandits operated at Ras en-Nakura on the 
frontier of Lebanon. They stopped nme cars on the road between 
Haifa and Beirut on the Lebanese side of the frontier. The local pohee 
took no action, so the following might they stopped seventeen cars, 
stripping the passengers almost naked and robbing them. 

The Mukhtar of an Arab village near Rosh Pinah was shot 
im the Arab quarter of Safed on Monday and died from his wounds. 
Seventeen Arabs were arrested and a day and night curfew was pro- 
«aimed in the rural district outside Safed. It is believed that this 
measure was taken because the police are engaged in searching the

Thier is much mformation of considerable value and interest 
the Palestine Government's last Statistical Bulletin. apart trom that 
to which attention has already been directed im these columns. 

The estumated total population of the country, excluding nomads 
and members of His Majesty's Forces, on June 30th last was 1,316,767, 
of whom 809,394 were Moslems, almost all of them Arabs, 386,084 
Jews, 109,769 Christians, of whom most were Arabs, and 11,520 others 
(Druzes, ete.). The birth-rate for the eountry as a whole (37.8 per 
thousand for the year) was the lowest reeorded. Births. divided 
according to the three principal compnumties, showed a very slight 
increase in the rate among Moslems. Among Jews and Christians, 
however, the birth-rate fell to a lower figure than previously. Some 
of the distnets showed an extraordinary fall in totals, as compared 
with the previous quarter, which. however, always shows the highest 
birth-rate of the. vear. 

The number of births in Tel-Aviv fell from 848 to 560, and in the 
Tiberias sub-district. which ts also largely Jewish, from 600 to 330. 
The fall in Nablus, Jenin, and Majdal, which are all Arab, was also 
large, but the lower figure was in every case relatively considerable : 
Nablus 1,361 to 911, Jenin 923 to 501. Majdal 883 to 560. The number 
of deaths showed a ten per cent. increase on the previous quarter and 
was almost fifty per cent. higher than a year earlier. The result was 
a death-rate for the whole population of 19.4 per thousand, as com- 
pared with 14.3 in the parallel quarter of 1936. The net natural 
increase was, therefore, 18.4 per thousand for the whole country, 19.9 
among Moslems, 16.3 among Jews, and 13.6 among Christians. The 
birth-rate among European Christians in Palestine is necessarily verv 
low. 

The marriage rate among Jews rises quarter by quarter. In the 
quarter ended last June, it was 14.17 per thousand, as compared with 
9.33 among Moslems and 4.85 among Christians. On the other hand. 
the number of divorces among Jews was astounding. With a popula- 
tion of a little more than 29 per cent., the Jewish Community provided 
75 per cent. of the divorces. For every thousand Jewish marriages 
registered in Palestine, 617 divorces were also registered. Both figures 
are probably below the reality, for there must be a number both of 
marnages and of divorces that are not registered with the Government. 

There has obviously been a great check to the number of immigrants 
who settle in Palestine in the guise of visitors. The balance remaining 

for the first seven months of the year was only about 2,200. Three 

or four years ago, the number averaged a thousand a month. This 
year, for the first tame, uumigration from Germany rose to the top 
of the lst, Poland, which used to supply some fifty per cent. of the 
immigrants, falling to the second place. The difference in July was 
rélatively very considerable, 449 from Germany and 157 from Poland. 
This difference is doubtless in part due to the refusal of the Jewish 
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Agency to accept certificates issued under the } 
echedule and the consequent diversion to refugees from Germany 
almost all of those authorised. The number of Imnugrants in the fir 
seven months of 1936 and 1937 fell from 7,244 to 2,146 from Poluw 
from 5.127 to 2.279 from Germany.

5,000 unemployed, who were cliefly concentrated in the towns. 

“Such unemployment,” said Mr. Harzfeld, “simply cannot | 
tolerated in a country which depends for its development upon 
immigrants.” 

As Mr. Harzfeld: proved in his subsequent remarks, the exister 
of this unemployment, far from supplying an argument for keep 
inimigration down to the lowest possible level when it came to fixi 
the labour schedule, in fact demanded the reverse policy: 

That there was work to be done by these unemployed of the greatc>' 
possible value for the upbuilding of Eretz Yisrael, Mr. Harzfeld insistec 
most emphatically. For example, the old-established colonies ha: 
requested a credit of £300,000 for the construction of roads in tl. 
plantation zone which, if carried out. would do awav with the presen 
difficulties of communication. Modern motor-lorries could then repli 
the obsolete camel method of transport. ‘This would decrease the cos' 
of transport and improve the condition of the fruit on arrival fo 
shipment. 

These old-established colonists, Mr. Harzfeld pointed out, were we 
able to give the necessary guarantees through the plantation organs: 
tions which any bank would accept. The loan, however, would hav: 
to be a long-term one. 

The third facet of the economic problem was that concerning expor' 
and umports. Thanks to the facts connected with the unrest and als: 
to the boycott of the Jews by the Arabs, who no longer brough:' 
vegetables into Jewish towns, the Jews had increased their vegetable 
production threefold; and their milk production twofold: this applied 
also to other important products. But side by side with this increased 
production they had to reckon with the phenomenon that the standard 
of living had fallen because of unemployment and that those at work 
were earning less. Therefore, the demand for products was less tha: 
before, and hence also two very serious questions had confronted thet: 
r—-(1) that of imports imto Palestine from the surrounding Aral) 
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antries and (2) exports from Palestine to other countries, in eon- 
ection with which he pomted to the handicap under which they 
were labouring by reason of Palestine’s being unprotected. This 
vestion of exports and imports must be regulated, he urged. at the 
arhest possible moment.

An Australian’s View of Palestine 


Cannot Undrstand Jews Wanting It 


Fiom Mr. WILLIAM BERNSTEIN

SIR, recently recesved a letter from a non-Jewish Austrahan 
who was returning home ana Visited cn route Jerusalem, Hatta, ane 
Tel Aviv.

submitted to the Mandatory Government. Once it is realised that 
surrender of the Mandate must precede aris division on partition. it 
highly probable that nothing will be heard of Partition.

In such 
penod, the best elements in Britain will insist on putting their own 
house and conscrence m order as regards Palestine while calling upon 
other Powers to respect their promises aod pledges. 

Dr. Machover is of the definite opimion; as a lawyer, that Partition 
cannot be carned out “ because of the obligations towards the Jews. o! 
responsibilities vis-a-vis the League, and of the international unde 
taking to rebuild the Jewish National Home.” In the chapter entitled 
“The Jewish State” the author mentions the complete change ot 
attitude on the part of the British Government m regard to this name. 
Quite recently and for a whole year, he says, the Jewish State Party 
was prohibited in Palestine because of its name. The Ziomst Organisa- 
tion tacitly concurred in the deprecation of any mention of a Jewish: 
State. The President of the Jewish Agency publicly attacked the idea 
of a Jewish State, openly asked for a “ binational State.” and scouted 
the piea to remain faithful to Herzl’s concept of a “ Jewish State.” 
Dr. Machover quotes appositely from Dr. Herzl’s “Judenstaat ”: “ We 
should be given sovereignty over a tract of the earth’s surface that 1s 
adequate (the author's ttalics) for our mghtful needs as a nation. 
We shall do everything else ourselves.” |

Dangercus Talk of Immigrat’on Pcssibilities 


The author points out that it is cruel and dangerous to talk of 
setthng three or five nullion Jews in an area equal to Cornwall (which 
has- 328,000 inhabitants) or Cumberland (which has 265,000). He 
shows that the Jewish Agency's own experts declared in 1933 that 
without Partition one or two thousand families a year was thc 
inaximum possible in the maritume plain and that several decades 
must elapse and large sums were needed to settle 45,000 families. 

*“ Cooped im a tiny area, with hostile Arab neighbours inside the 
area and outside, cut off from any possibility of natural expansion, 
divided into several parts by Arab corridors and deprived of the one 
modern seaport Haifa, how can anyone expect the Jews to succeed? 
It would be setting them again to make bricks without straw.” 

In these words Dr. Machover shows us what Partition means for us. 
There are a number of minor but still important points dealt with by 
the author in this book. Thus, he asks: after Partition will a Jew be 
entitled as of mght to go into the British part, which includes 
Jerusalem, the seat of the University and the Zionist Institutions, to 
say nothing of the traditional places holy to Jews? The answer, says 
Dr. Machover, is no; and he quotes in support the statement, on 
page 382 of the Royal Commission’s Report: “The policy of the 
Balfour Declaration would not apply to the new British mandated 
area. 

Another point where Dr. Machover scores heavily is when dealing 
with the alleged “ spontaneous ” Arab revolt in Palestine. _He quotes 
with great effect THe Times, the Morninc Post, and Fawzi Kawkaji 
humself, who stated, “in twenty days after the strike in Palestine 
started, we were able to organise suflicient forces from Howz. Hama. 
Damascus, Druses from Lebanon and Transjordan and Iraq.” What 
now becomes of the “ spontaneous” Arab revolt? . 

The book is full of passages worth quoting and quotations worth 
eiting. It will make Dr. Machover most unpopular with the little 
band of pro-Partitiomsts. For the majority of Jewry, however, and 
especially for the serious student of events in Palestine, this work will 
be an inestimable boon. |

NSTRUCTIVE toys are now so universal that they are no longer 

a source of comment from parents or children. Boys and girls 

in these days of happy opportunities for youth are constantly 

receiving toys that help to teach them history, geography, and 
the rudiments of foreign languages. The smaller child has toys 
that teach him to write and ‘spell and the older boy has mechanical 
toys which develop any ability he may have in that direction, 


POLITICS AND PLAY 


The introduction of the tendentious toy is a modern phenomenon 
that has very significant possibilities for mankind. Already in 
those countries where the totalitarian State has been established, 
the kinds of toys that instil militarism ‘and state-worship 
into the young mind have made their appearance. The children of 
democratic lands have so far received no counteracting antidote in 
the shape of toys that teach the 
virtues of loving-kindness and en 
humanitarianism. It is quite 
obviously more difficult to crystal. 
lise the lessons that it has taken 
imapkind several. thousand years 
to learn (bow imperfectly the 
present state of the world demon.- 
strates!) than it is to symbolise 
such basically primitive ideas as 
mechanised warfare and the 
person of a dictator. ‘The lessons 
of progress are taught only by the 
whole trend of education; by 
learning to accept responsibility 
and to acquire consideration for 
others, and by a liberal knowledge 
of the history of the world. 

Despite the wide variety of 
educational toys now available, 
there are still some very patent 
errors committed by parents and 
nurses in the actual presentation 
of these toys to individual child- 
ren. loung minds develop in 
strictly non-orthodox ways. They 
reach out for knowledge and for 
the acquisition of skill by means 
which are not necessarily included 
in the printed iastruction on the | 
lid of the box in which their toy arrives. ° Thus a child will seek to 
put his toy to some purpose that may seem to the adult onlooker quite 
wrong. He will pull it to pieces, and use its parts for experiments 
which too often never succeed. Or he will borrow bits from thie 


game to fit into that game, and use the stand of one toy on which 
to fix another. 


DON'T BE SO TIDY! 


To the tidy mind of his mother or nurse this is not acceptable. 
He is made to play with one toy at a time, and to play with it 
according to the instructions only. The result is only too often that 
the child becomes completely uninterested in his toy, and earns, 
into the bargain, a rebuff on the score of his ingratitude. Left to 
their own devices, children very quickly ruin—from an adult's point 
of view—the attractive newness of their toys. The result becomes 
an untidy, often dirty, and sometimes exceedingly destructive 
element in the home. 7 

Some years ago, the father of a small boy took the winder of the 
gramophone with him to business in order that it should not be 
used by the children in bis absence, and returned home to hear the 
strains of a record being played. His son had ingeniously fixed a 
connection between the gramopbone and the sewing machine, and 
was triumphantly “ winding” the tune of his favourite record. But 
that was in the days before children's gramophones were a nursery 
conimonplace, aud when the mechanism of the recording machine 
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WARNING 
PARENTS 


was more easily tapped than it is today. But the lesson it teaches 
was not lost upon that particular father, who praised his son 
unstintedly for his perseverance and his adaptability, and sub 
sequently always left the winder in the boy's possession. 


LEARNING BY THEIR OWN MISTAKES 


Even the modern child with his own gramophone and records is 
often denied both interest and pleastire in them for fear he wil! 
break the records if he is allowed personally to handle them, or 
injure the machine if he is allowed to put them on by himself. [| 
is quite true that. left to himself, he will probably do both. But 
having smashed a record, and perhaps overwound his machine, he 
will thereby learn how not to do these things, and will learn to take 
na real pride in this very educational form of amusement. 

Again, where gramophones are concerned it is a mistake to assurrc 
that children will find pleasure exclusively in children’s records 
They don't. They sometimes like those of their parents far better, 
and any strict prohibition will react in them against the gramophon 
itself and so ruin its uses as an educational toy. 

A further source of frustration 
in the very important value of 
toys to children lies in the fears 
their parents may entertain fo: 
their children’s safety when play: 
ing withthem. Itis quite easy to 

uoderstand a mother’s fear tha! 
her little son will burn himself 

with asteam engine, or cut himself 
withaknife. But she must either 
overcome these fears— after care- 
fully explaining the dangers to the 
child—or, if she is unable to do 
s0, she must refrain from pre. 
senting her child with this type 
of toy. Achild who owns a beaut. 
ful steam engine or steam boat 
which he is not allowed to work 
feels himself, and is, a very badly 
done by person. He is expected 
to feel gratitude to the donor of 
this gift, but its presence in his 
little world is a continual source 
| of irritation to him. At best il 
— will lead him to worry those 
(A Kodak snapshot around him to let him try to work 
it, and at worst it will set in action a whole series of misdirected 
forces in his character which may have repercussions through- 
out his life. Not the least harmful of these is a rooted disbelief 
in himself and his own capacities, which will require years of patient 
and understanding treatment to eradicate. 


KEEP OFF THE YOUNGSTERS’ PRESERVES 


It has very often been observed that children are happier when 
they have few toys. That is because the child with a limited 
number of playthings is thrown back upon his own imagination 
and his own resources with which to amuse himself. And in the 
full functioning of these forces the child finds adequate satisfaction 
and healthy enjoyment. 

The safest plan with children’s toys is to leave them tothe child. 
The classic joke about the enjoyment derived by fathers and uncles 
from little boys’ engines and mechanical toys is sadly applicable, 
too, to the well-dressed dolls of their sisters, and to the card games 
and round games of them both. If adults must play games, and 
probably there is a very good reason for their doing so, they must 
be careful to provide themselves with their own games, and not 
attempt the dishonest fiction of giving them to their children first. 
‘Toys that teach can be a very useful factor in the lives of our, 
boys and girls. But they must not be allowed to become toys that.

“A Lesson to all States and Cities”

bestowed at the local Mansion House on the Mayor, Alderman Samuel! 
Morns, J.P. Atnong those present were the Mayor's brother, Alderman

Cohen, Mr. Joseph Newman, J.P., and Mrs. 
Newrnan, of Sheftield, and Mr. Nathan 
Laski, J.P., and Miss Laski, of Manchester. 

Councillor T. H. Johnson, the Deputy 
Mayor, who presided over the special 
meeting of the Corporation, said that. the 
Mayor had occured that ‘important office 
m 1921, and when last year they were con- 
sidering the election: of a first citizen for 
the Coronation Year, ‘their eyes and the 
eves of all ther fellow-citizens had turned 
to ther colleague and frend, Alderman 
Morris He and ther beloved Mayoress 
had not farled therm The Mayor had 
always work, but he had 
invariably been the hardest worker of ther 
ail. He had been a member of the Borough 
founcil for over a quarter-of-a-century, AL_perman 8. Morris, J.P. 
and, though possessed of decided political 
views of his own, there was no one more honoured by all parties than 

Mayor. His Chairmanship of several of their most mnportant 
committees had helped’ to make Doncaster one of the most progressive 
horoughs un the Empire, and they were all grateful to therr Mayor for 
his achievements on their behalf. It was a happy day for them when 
Alderman Morris settled among them nearly half-a-century previously. 
During recent months he had mtervened in What threatened to be a 
disastrous strike in the all-important local coalfields, and had settled 
the dispute to the entire satistaction of all concerned. Though thes inh 
Doncaster made no distimetion hetween Jew and Gentile, they could 
not help emphasising that the ‘imereased happimess pros- 
penty which ther recognition of the loyalty and devoted civic and 
national « itizenshup of the Jew had brought to Doncaster was a lesson 
to all States and citres. The resolution to confer the digit ol 
Honorary Freedom on Alderman Morns was proposed hy Alderman 
H. M. Marshall, and seconded by Councillor F. C. Trotter, and was 
carried by acclamation. 

The Mayor received an ovation on rising to reply. . His remarks were 
frequently mterrupted by applause, but none more so than bis reference 
to hus devotion to bis Faith and to his brothers-in-Faith. He was just an 
ordinary Jew, he said, and what he and his devoted wife had been able 
to do could be done, if they were but given the opportunity, by all 


Jews and Jdewesees. Doncaster had never differentiated between Jew

The Gift of Mr. Maurice Myers

The (hiet Rabbi visited Leeds last Sunday to consecrate a new 
Home ot Rest which has been rece ntly established as an annexe of the 
Home tor Aged Jews. The Home of Rest is the aft of Mr. Maurice 
Myers, the (‘hairman., who presented it in memory ot hus parents, Mir 
Lewis Myers and Mrs. Sarah Myers, and it has been adapted and 
newly equipped ata cost of £1,700 to accommodate about twenty 
heds. The opening ceremony was performed by Mrs. Pearl Merrens, 
ot Glasgow, and the consecration eer mony Was periormed by the Chiet 
Rabbi, who also consecrated a bed, endowed by Mr. Moses Myers, ot 
Harrogate, in Memory ot hus Mr. Myers. 

In the evening, a banquet was held at the Victory Hotel to com- 
memorate the opening of the Home and also in honour of the Chief 
Rabbi. Close upon 200 guests were present. Alderman H. Morris, J.P., 
presided. In proposing the toast of “ The Opener,’ Rabbi Hurwitz 
paid tribute to her for her munificence to the Institution. 

Mr. Zermansky, itt responding oni beblialf ot Mrs. Merrens., that 
the tamily had chosen that way to preserve the memory of hus father- 
in-law, Mr. Merrens.. In his communal 
work he (the speaker) came in contact 
with incurable cases in non-Jewish hospi- 
tals, and he was happy to think that the 
scheme tor housing these people 
Jewish atmosphere had now been brought 
about, first by the generosity. of Mr. 
Maurice Myers, who had given the build- 
ing, and secondly by the assistance of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Pearl Merrens.

The 
Old-Age Home itself had about thirty inmates, as compared with 
200 in the London Home of Rest, which filled the needs of a much 
larger population than that of Leeds. His message was that anvone 
who saved one human soul from suffering had done Divine work. In 
these days, when the world seemed to be going back to heathenmsm 
and where the emotion of pity for the weak and helpless was despised, 
they rejoiced in the fact that their religion had men and women who 
aimed to do good, All honour and glory were due to Mr. Maunce 
Myers and Mrs. Pearl Merrens, who had done these noble things. 

Alderman H. Morris, J.P., said that despite much opposition Mr. 
Myers had donated the property in memory of his parents, and 
although much money had been spent on alterations and equipment 
he felt that the Community would not let them down, and he was 
pleased to say that the new Home of Rest would start without the 
encumbrance of debt of any kind. 

Mr. Maurice Myers, in responding, said that, though he had had trials 
and tribulations, his object had been achieved, which was to provide a 
haven of rest, solace, and comfort for the homeless and aged. In his 
many visits to non-Jewish institutions he had come across people who 
wished to end their days among their own kin, and he was happy to 
think that with the help of such an open-hearted lady as Mrs. Pear| 
Merrens he had been able to supply this most necessary need of the 
Community. He had approached Mrs. Merrens to open the Home of 
Rest and she had handed him the handsome sum of £1,000. In 
addition, he had received two cheques totalling £500, and this £1,500 
would almost cover the expenses which had been incurred. The poorer 
members of the Community gave their support readily, but he appealed 
for the support of the well-to-do members of the Community. :

So much was written of the new motor-cars for the 1938 season

coachwork designs. Though hidden from the eye, more mgid crank 
shafts, umproved bearings of the easily replaceable, steel-backed type 
induction S\ stems, more silent exhausts, and lugher 
pression ratios are features of the new cars | 

So far only the new 10-h.p. Vauxhall and the two Citroen mode! 
have discarded the chassis frame and welded the whole car body and 
mechanism Into one complete unit, but it 1s probable that thrs systern 
may also be adopted next year by other motor manufacturers. The 
new Lanchester 14-h.p. “Roadnder de luxe” 1s ult example in which the 
CORD Pression ratio has been lowered from 7 to I to 6} to 1, but then the 
engine's evlinders have been slightly imereased in bore and stroke to 
more than compensate the power lost by such reduction. Thas is, 
however, an exception to the general rule. 

More cars have mdependent front-wheel suspension, the new ~ Road 
rider” and the new Daunier “ Fifteen” beme notable recruits to this 
system. Alternative engine sizes are offered on certain models by 
everal makers of cars, the latest being the Riley, whose Victor saloon 
is availiable with a 14-litre engine, 12 h.p. or a 9 hop., the former with 
dual over-drive transmuisston and the latter with pre-seleetor gear 
changing. This saloon is announced as an economy model, tts price 
bemag lower. 

General increases in Prices 


Generally, prices for cars are increased by 5 to 8 per cent., but as 
rnore luxurious equipment is supphed, the pubhe are receiving ful! 
value At the same time visitors to the Motor Exhibition must 
remember there are no bargains in niotor-cars. . You pret full value fo: 
What vou pay for, whether it is a Phantom IIT 12-ceyvlinder Rolls-Rovee 
at £2,500, or a 12-eylinder Lagonda at £1,870, or a Hudson “Eight ~ 
ut £475. or a Ford V8 at £245, or an Austin “ Big Seven” at £160, or 
Morris 8 hep. at £149-—to quote just a tew examples. 

Mention of Ford reminds one that this maker is holding a motor show 
ot all his products at the Royal Albert Hall, Kensington, and it 1s well! 
worth Visiting for the variety of commercial and vehicles on 
view during the same period as the Earls Court Extlubition. So visitors 
will not see Ford cars at Earl's Court. 

Hudson cars have the “electric hand” gear change and automatic 
clutch, but while the visitor will find a few makers have shifted the 
vear change lever to the dashboard in order to leave the front foot- 
boards clear of obstruction, manual gear changing, in either synchro- 
mesh or pre-selector automatic clutch systems, is the prevailing style.

France sends the four-cylinder 15-h.p. Citroen car, fitted with a 
Diesel engine as an optional choice. Italy has the new Lancia, Belgium 
the sleeve-valve-engined Minerva, and America exhibits Buick, 
Cadillac, Packard, Nash, and Studebaker cars, so that on the fifty- 
eight stands devoted to exhibits by motor manufacturers, néarly 
fifty per cent. of the cars staged are foreign. 

The exhibits on the whole show no extravagant streamlining, so 
that there is generally more dignity than impudence in their outward 
lines. At the same time, however small the rating of the engine, every 
car, it 1s stated, is able to travel at a mile a minute or more. In fact, 
the motto of the present Motor Show is “controlled speed with 
comfort ” as far as the passenger cars are concerned. Consequently 
there is little doubt that they will be a success commercially and a 
pleasure to their owners. :

Silberberg, Manya Chizick, and Joseph Markovitch, satisfactorily fill 
character roles.

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Something lo Clow aboud 
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A Pianist With a- Future 
LANCE DOSSOR’S FIRST RECITAL 


An artist who has carried off the Franz Liszt prize in the Triennial 
International Pianoforte Tournament in 1936, and the Chopin Sonata 
prize in the Qhinquennial Chopin competition this year, can justly 
He expected to do big things. Lance Dossor, who gave his first London 
recital at the Aeolian Hall on Thursday etening last week, more than 
fulfilled ‘expectations. His programme was a big one: a Bach Prelude 
and Fugue, Béethoven’s F Sharp Minor sonata op. 78, and Brahms’ 
Vanations-on a theme by Paganini were brought together before the 
first mterval. Liszt's B Minor sonata held the field alone in the middle 
of the evening, and the usual small group of hghter preces—in this 
case Chopin, Ravel, Bizet’s “ Minuet" »rranged by Rachmaninov, and 
Dohnanyi's * Rhapsody No. 3 °—eanre at the end. A hard programme, 
but from first to last it held the delighted attention. 

The Paganini vanations, for instance, were carned off with remark- 
able caserand richly distinguished ‘treatment of each varratson, the 
whole performance being one of the most satisfying I have ever heard 
of this work. _ And the Liszt B Minor Sonata was played with brilhant 
verve and fine clarity, especially when its speed was taken into account, 
wiule that extra something which the Liszt admurers believe is to be 
found in every major work of his was finely brought out. Under such 
hans, Liszt becomes nor a grent -COMposer, but prophet. 
Lance Dossor deserves to have a splendid future, provided only that he 
can keep lus present brilliance as he develops and matures. 


A Disappointing Trio 


_A Chamber Music recital that promised much proved disappointing 
In he sequel when, on Monday evening, we listened to a tno consisting 
of Yvonne Astruc. Cecile Sunon, and Eisenberg, in a modern 
French programme. Of the three items, Fauré’s Sonata for Violin and 
Pianoforte was the most old-fashioned, but it was also the most 
fieasing, though Ravel's sonata for violin and violoncello was in that 
composer s hapmest, sweetest vein. The combination of instruments 
was a difficult one, truly. for it’ lacked the basic strength which a 
Violin prairies work has; and, at times, the two artists seemed to be 
plaving at, rather than with, and to, each other. As for Cemle Simon's 
Poeme for violin, violoncello, and pianoforte, one ummediately distrusts 
a work which has to be introduced with such lush nonsense as thre 
note to the programme. Talk about “lyne-clevation” and a sphere 
“both human and super-terrestrial ” gets one nowhere as an explana- 
tion of the must, and in this case tt seemed decidedly mept. The 
work lacked ‘shape and form, the thousand obstacles which the two 
transtigured souls had te overcome seemed more often than not to 
win the day, and once more it scems as though a too enthusiastic and 
uncritical composer has nustaken anarchy for imspiration. 


Pauline Juler, An Expert C'arinettist 


The clarinet is not an easy solo instrument to write for, but there 
are several compositions whieh succeed in making the utmost of its 


ground. Lrahms’ Clarinet Sonata. which opened the recital given by 
Miss Pauline Juler on Tuesday evening at the Wigmore Hall, does 
even more, for m it the carmet Is accompamed by piano, and the 
sonata form is adhered to strictly throughout. Yet, although at times 
the comparative lack of tonal colour in the clarinet made for monotony, 
Braliunus has set so many interesting problems to the clarinettist that a 
skilful performer, such as Pauline Juler certainly is, can make a very 
mteresting work of it. 

How much more satisiactory, however, is the combination of clarinet 
with string quartet, in, for instanee, the Bliss quintet, which Pauline 
Juler plaved at the end of the evening with the Griller quartet. Here, 
semi-orchestral background is provided, with the clarinet 
weaving on it an intricate design, so that just when the tonal limita- 
tions oft the wind instrument might begin to bore, the rich tonal range 
of the string quartet comes in to sustain the delighted interest. In 
this work, as throughout the evening, Pauline’ Juler was a_ highly 
accomplished master of her instrument. Howard Ferguson was the 
piamist, and he had also provided * Four short pieces for Clarinet and 
Piangiorte.” which showed a happy perception of the wind-instrument’s 
powers.

The Bach Cantata C!ub 
AN INTIMATE EVENING 


Tuesday's concert of the Bach Cantata Club at St. Margaret’s, 
Westminster, was even more intimate than the concerts of this club 
usually are, for none of the three cantatas selected contained a chorus 
part. The choral of the first cantata, “ Der Friede sei mit Dir” 


(No. 158), was sung by the four soloists, and this produced the greatest 


volume of the evening. The orchestra was, therefore, reduced to one 
each of the following instruments: violin, viola, cello, flute. oboe. and 
viola da gamba, with the usual harpsichord and organ accompanunent. 
‘Fhe music was pure spirit and bare bones with the minimum of fleshly 
covering; and the vocalists (Gladys Currie, Elizabeth Barnard, Percy 
Manchester, and George James) assisted by their simplicity in making 
us feel that we were probably hearing the music in pretty much the 


same way that Bach's contemporaries heard it. This illusion was further 


assisted by the unfamiliarity and comparative obscurity of the cantatas 
performed, though the soprano aria, “Stone, surpassing earthly 
treasure!" has aehieved an individual popularity. .A delightful inter- 
lude was provided by Eva Heinitz and Frederic Jackson, who gave us 
a charming rendering of the Adagio and Allegro from the second gonata 
for viola da gamba and harpsichord. Of the vocalists it is a pity that 
Mr. Manchester cannot sing with more variety, for he has’ a really 
good melodie line. Mr, James cannot fairly be criticised for not having 
the exceptional compass of the original singer for whom “ Tritt auf die 
Glaubenzbahn ” (No, 152) was written.
